MERCANTILE MARINE.

A statement showlog the wages pald in the 
German mercantile marine to officers, engineers 
acd sallors ander the tuw of the 13th July, 1387, 
relatiog to insurancoagalnst accidents of seamen, 
bas been issucd by the Garman Seafaring 
Ausociation, The statement in questign con- 
atitutes the basis of estimating the earnings of 
the crews of German sex vessels for the purposes 
of the national insarance systers. The officers 
and crews are divided into nloe classes, ranging 
from msster to cabin boy, snd the wages vary 
from £15 por month, pad to masters and firete 
clase cerdfi ‘engineers, t0 155. per month,

chemletry that cerrles [ts own moral, Some 
bar-room Columbus, ambitious to outdo Dante 
ard add another lower circle to.the Inferno, 
recently luvenied or discovered the absinthe 
cocktail. A Witte whirie--—the poorer the better, 
adash of biters, a litte sugar and plenty of 
iced absinthe makes about the quickest and 
wickedest Intoxicant in the world, It temporarily 
‘exhilarates the Intellect at the expense of the 
moral nature, The continued use of absinihe 
gives rice to eniteplic symptoms as an external 
expression of the profound disturbance of the 
biainand nerves, One large doxe of the essence 
of the wormwocd, indecd, bas been noled as 
crusing almost instantly oplleptiform con- 
vulsions fn animals, But the drug ts not 
withcut [ts uses from a broad’ polot of 
view Ags the name implies, It is an anthel- 
mintie, or 9 pretty cure cure for certala kinds of 
aulmal life that sometimes intest the intestines 
of men, causing pain and death, This pecullar 
property was well known to the Greeks, who 
had a whe infused with’ wormwood called.
